LONDON, April 11.—The new phase of 
the battle of Verdun—the German at- 
tack upon what is Hkely to constitute 
the main lines of defense west of the 
Meuse—raged last night and today, its 
greatest violence being spent upon the 


front from Le Mort Homme to Cumi- 
éres, The~Germans who took part in 
the night assault on Le Mort Homme 
sprayed the French trenches with liquid 
fire and made some small gains at the 
eastern end of that declivity; elsewhere 
they were swept away by the French 
rifle and artillery fire. The German 
guns kept up a heavy bombardment 
against the same positions today, but 
no infantry assault was attempted. 

East of the river and south of Douau- 
mont last night's German attack, 
aided by ‘‘ Flammenwerfer,’’ like the 
simultaneous movement on the western 
bank, was checked with slaughter. The 
German offensive in this region was re- 
sumed today. It began with an intense 
bombardment, culminating in the plenti- 
ful use of ‘‘ lachrymosal’”’ shells—pro- 
jectiles whose explosion releases gases 
irritating the eyes—and ended in failure, 
the’ charging German infantry being 
dislodged from the front trenches be- 
tween Douaumont and Vaux in which 
some of them had gained a momentary 
footing. The French captured 100 un- 
wounded Germans here. 

Artillery engagements were reported 
from various points in the Woevre plain. 

Berlin reports the checking, with heavy 
losses, of French counterattacks between 
Béthincourt and Haucourt. The total 
number of unwounded prisoners—571—

CHICAGO, April 11. — With -returns 
coming in slowly it is fairly well estab- 
lished that, as a result of today’s Presi- 
dential primaries, Woodrow Wilson will 


have the solid Illinois delegation of fifty- 
eight supporting him at the St. Louis 
Convention. As a matter of fact, there 
was only’one man running for delegate 
to the convention who was not pledged 
to President Wilson. That was Robert 
E. Burke of Chicago. He was placed on 
the Sullivan ticket after Senator Lewis 
withdrew. He had no preference print- 
ed after his name, but it is understood 
he is for Wilson. 

t a late hour tonight it was thought 
that four of the fifty-eight Republican 
delegates would not be for Sherman, but 
would go uninstructed and unpledged. 
Two, or perhaps all, will be for Roose- 
velt. They are Andrew Russell and 
Samuel O. Savage of the Twentieth Dis- 
trict, Charles H. Sergel of the .Second 
District, and John Simon of the Sixth 
District. 

John M. Harlan, a “no preference ”’ 
Republican candidate for delegate at 
large, expected to get enough votes in 
Cook County to displace one of e 
Sherman candidates’ for delegate 
large, with such assistance as he might 
receive down-State. 

Reports received up to a late hour in- 
dicated that Mr. Harlan had failed by 
75,000 votes to break the slate. Harlan’s 
first choice for President was Roose- 
velt, with Hughes second, according to 
his speeches. 

The complete Chicago vote, Presiden- 
tial preference, gave Wilson 79,398; Sher- 
man, 63,823; Roosevelt, 11,620; Hughes, 
950; Root, 198, and Thompson, 2. 

A Supreme Court decision some time 
ago held that women could not vote for 
delegates to the National Convention, 
nor for ward committeemen. It did not 
mention the Presidential preference, but 
many women ignored the decision. In 
Chicago apparently three women wrote 
in Roosevelt's name for every five vot- 
ing for Sherman. 

Mayor Thompson and the City Hall 
forces failed to capture the machinery 
of the Republican Party. 

Mayor Tkompson went into the fight 
controlling fifteen out of thirty-five 
wards, and emerged with the same num- 
ber. He lost two wards; the Fifteenth 
and the Twenty-second, and captured 
two, the Fourteenth and the Thirty- 
first. In a convention the Mayor will 
have 1,696 votes and the opposition 2,834. 

In Cook County the Sullivan Demo- 
crats wrested control of the County Cen- 
tral ‘Committee from .the Harrison- 
Dunne faction, electing their candidates 
in twenty-eight of the thirty-five wards. 

Light voting throughout the State 
marked the primary. Lack of interest 
and fair weather, Which kept the farm- 
ers in the fields, were the contributing 
causes. Election off delegates at iarge 
and district delegates to the National 
Conventions and the selection of State 
Central Committeemen were the ques- 
tions at issue. In Ohifcago ward and 
precinct committeemen also were cho- 
sen. Women throughout the State could 
vote today only on the Presidential 
preference ballot.

UNION LEAGUE SIRGE 
BRINGS NO ALIMONY 


Albert G. Wheeler, Jr., Refuses 
to Come Out and Guards Won't 
Let Wife’s Process Server In. 


PRIMA DONNA! WANTS $3,600 


Mrs. Wheeler, on Guard at Dinner 
Hour, Sees Husband, but Big 
Attendant Bars the Way. 


For two hours last night a Deputy 
Sheriff and a lawyer, watched by a 
dozen newspapen men, besieged the 
Union League Club. The object was to 
arrest Albert Gallatin Wheeler. Jr., a 


member of.the Stock Exchange. 
Mr. Wheeler would not come out, and 
the club vigilantes would not let the 
officer of the law go in, and so nothing 
came of the siege. 

Mr. Wheeler is a very rich man, and 
is interested in many large corporations 
here and in Chicago. On March 31, 
1898, he married Claudia Theresa Carl- 
stedt, a prima donna, and in April, 1910, 
they separated. 

Mrs. Wheeler sued for a separation 
and won it, with alimony of $500 a 
month, that was afterward reduced to 
$300. Mr. Wheeler sued for a divorce 
and lost the suit. Then Mrs. Wheeler 
sued for the value of the furnishings-of 
her home and got a verdict for $15,000, 
which the Appellate Division reduced to 
$12,500. The case

GERMAN PAPERS WAR 
OVER U-BOAT METHODS 


Frankfurter Zeitung Stirs Up a 
Hornet’s Nest by Counsel- 
ing Conservative Plan.

By branding as “rascals’* the Ger- 
man politicians and publicists who at- 
tack other Germans who advocate cau- 
tion in the conduct of the war, especially 
as regards complications with neutrals, 
the Frankfurter Zeitung has stirred up 
a hornet’s nest, and is being 
target of denunciation by the reaction- 
ary press and the ‘“ sink everything fn 
sight ’’ submarine enthusiasts. On the 
other hand, the Frankfort newspaper is 
supported in its stand for moderation 
by the Berliner Tagcblatt and a few 
other papers, representing the LY oer 
element in German business and political 
circles. 

In its issue of March 1 the Frankfurter 
Zeitung’ takes up these attacks and 
after referring to its use of the word 
‘‘ rascal,’’ says: 

“We can understand how this last 
word has started a disinterested com- 
petition in certain circles. This or that 
gentleman feels, with a certain Ss 
in the verification of a long-cherished 
suspicion, that he is the only one 
who could be meant. What we fail 
to understand, however, is the fact 
that Deputy Bacmeister also appéars 
anxious to carry off the prize We 
surely. could not have had him in 
mind, as his article did not reproach 
any one with low-mindedness or tack of 
patriotism, and on the contrary the 
writer develo his viewpoint quietly 
and moderately. Despite this fact, Herr 
Bacmeister’s organ, the, Deutsche Kurier, 
in an article entitled, ‘ The Frankfurter 
Zeitung and the Political Truce,’ ac- 
cuses us of just that insinuation. It at- 
tributes our non-existent ire against 
Herr Bacmeister to professional jealousy, 
due to the capture of news by this rep- 
resentative of the people and journalist.

LONDON, April 11.—German subma< 
rines using Varna as a base are ap- 
pearing in the Black Sea in increasing 
numbers, says The Daily Chronicle's 
Petrograd correspondent.

“On the day of-the wreck,’’ he said, 
“we had. gone out to pick up some 
wounded men. Two days earlier we had 
brought in many wounded, including 
many Turks and Germans. I was stand- 
ing on the deck when I noticed the peri- 
scope of the submarine. Knowing the 
Portugal had been designated as a hos- 
pital ship and recognized as such by the 
Turkish Government, we thought there 
was no danger. The submarine stopped 
opposite us amidships and from that 
Our ship 
leaped at the shock, the boilers seemed 
to explode, and the middle of the Por- 
tugal was tossed up into the air. 

*I seized a rope, anpped own, and 
then swam till I was a ng lay hands 
on a floating’ piece of wood. I saw one 
of the nurses jump over the stern, She 
struck the screw and must have been 
killed. Two nurses were clinging to one 
lifebelt, but their strength failed and 
they both went to the bottom. Several 
people on the point of being saved were 
killed by flying pieces of wood. 

“Count Tatischeff, the Red Cross 
leader, remained on the upper deck and 
calmly took leave of his comrades. Two 
men who were unable to swim gave 


their lifebelts to two nurses. The men 
were drowned.”’ 


GERMAN PRISONERS SUFFER 


American, Who Inspects Russian 
Prisons, Finds Disease and Vermin. 


BERLIN, April 11 (by Wireless to 
Sayville.)\—The report of an American, 
officially designated to visit prison 
camps in Russia, is published in German 
newspapers. The report is given in 
part as follows by the Overseas News 
Agency: 

“The prisoners at many places, espe- 
cially Kharkov, complain bitterly about 
vermin and uncleanliness of the camps. 
It is impossible to obtain clean under- 
wear. 
physicians. Prisoners often die before 
medical assistance is provided. A long 
time is required to obtain permission to 
visit physicians, with the result that 


when such permission is given it is 
often too late. 

‘* Dr, Stem of the American Red Cross 
told the American inspector that in one 
medium-sized room at Orenburg there 
were six persons suffering from 
messies, four from waterpox, three 
from diphtheria, two from croup, two 
from tones. two from malaria and one 
from smalipox 

“The climate is considered healthful 
in Eastern Russia, and the American 
Red Cross is useful. The American 
inspector believes it will not be eas 
to correct the conditions complained of. 
The task is made di cult y the ill- 
will of certain officials.”

Britfsh subjects who intervene tn our 
civil war in the manner mentioned (fur- 
nishing arms and ammunition, to the 
Confederacy) are, by the law of nations, 
Hable to be ted by this Government 
as enemies of the United States, having 
no lawful clainr to be protected by her 
Majesty's Government, 


President Wilson, has B sel per ser yn the 
Allies to disregard \the Declaration of 
London and the Conventions of the 
First and Second. Hague Conferences, 
and has declared his willingness to 
deal with the belligerents along the 
lines of the law of nations as it was 
understood before the advances made 
in The Hague Conferences and the 
Declaration of London. 

This law, as interpreted by Mr. Sew- 
ard, makes of Mr. Morgan an enemy 
of the Teutonic’ Allies, and if they 
should be able to take hold of his per- 
son he would ‘‘ have no lawful claim 
to be protected "’ by the United States 
Government. 

The Teutonic Allies cannot, of course, 
take hold of his person so long as he 
remains on neutral territory, for if 
they did they would commit a hostile 
act. It is different as soon as Mr. 
Morgan leaves America, sailing on his 
yacht outside the three-mile limit, or 
attempting to go abroad. 

After quoting me you st&te that the 
quotation was ‘‘ taken from a type- 
written copy of his (mine) .address, 
cerrected and annotated in his (mine) 
own handwriting, which*Dr. von Mach 
gave out to the reporters.

As for the army stomach, it is as- 
similating Mexican beef, Mexidan beans, 
and Mexican water, unboiled and at 
times unclean, in a manner that upsets 
all traditions surrounding a new force 
moving rapidly. in a strange and un- 
| hospitable country. Parched corn ‘and 
, jerked beef have not upset those troop- 
:ers who are ahead of us, prepared at 
{any moment for another clash with Vil- 
| listas; nor have canned stuff and in- 
dividual cooking affected the appetites 


of the men in the more’ temporary 
camps. 


Altitude Whets Appetites: 


Nearly all the cavalry mounts went 
off their feed because they had no salt, 
but nothing has thrown, the soldier oft 
his. His only cry has been more. The 
high altitude has made ‘the men rav- 
enous, even whet they are not on the 
move. ‘ 

With 400 neat Mexico behind the 
frcnt troops of ttfe expedition, there has 
not come any great change in the char- 
acter of the exican people that we 
have encountered, .Here, where THE 
TIMES correspondent arrived on Satur- 
day, April 8, in company with General 
Pershing, we found the usual ‘dobe 
town, the usual half-naked children, the 
usual pigs and dogs, and. the usual 
strange chicken roosts, built on posts 
high out of the reach of coyotes. 

The only difference was the railroad. 
This is a railfodd town, that is to 
Say, a railroad came this way, and be- 
side its none too stable tracks adobe huts 
were built near by the water tank and 
the red and white stucco station., Over 
this railroad Villa used to ride in state 
in a private-car, with the engine’s, cow- 
catcher cluttered with his troopers, The 
day I arrived there was a train at the 
station, but it was not Villa’s. It, had 
come from Chihuahua, bringing supplies 
for the Americanos—four carloads, bacon, 
preserves, green coffee, lump sugar. 
(which is more economical in the field,) 
grain for the stock, and tobacco. fn 
enterprising Mexican merchant in Chi- 
huahua: had asseinbled the lot and sent 
it here. We took everything off his 
hands at once. t 

The aeroplanes are again with us here 
at advance headquarters, and they are 
plunging further and further south each\ 
day. Three of them, winging like buz- 
zards, slowly spiraling on the ascent as 
buzzards always do, started on Monday 
morning .and disappeared over the 
mountains. When they returned they 
reported that they had covered in their 
flights of reconnoissance an area of 700 
square miles. They had sighted one de- 
tachment of our cavalry, which left the 
day before yesterday, but they had not 
sighted any Villistas.

He is Allan McKee- 
nan, a 66-year-old Scotchman, who was 
ragged, dirty, and almost unable to 
speak his mother tongue, aithough there 
was a trace of a burr in his Spanish 
which ‘was plainly noticeable. McKee- 
nan thought Victoria was still England's 
Queen. He did not even know the name 
of the President of the United, States. 
Officers of the American Army offered 
him a start back to civilization, but he 
only shook his gray and matted head, 
saying in Spanish: 

“TI would not know what to do else- 
where than here in the mountains.’’ 

We have in the United States camp 
with the advanced headquarters two 
Mexican prisoners who are suspected of 
sniping.

PERSHING DUE IN SATEVO. |

SOLVING SUPPLIES PROBLEM. 


Washington Pleased Over Railroad 
Shipments to Pershing. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—Marked 
progress toward solving the problem of 
supplying General Pershing’s columns 
and further evidences of co-operation by 
Carranza soldiers in the pursuit of Villa 
were recorded in today’s official reports 
from Mexico and the border. 

Officials expressed great satisfaction 
over the results accomplished by use of 
the Mexican Railway in forwarding sup- 
plies through private shippers to Gen- 
eral Pershing. Two trainloads were re- 
porte? to have left Juarez recently. 
Major Gen. Scott, Chief of Staff, said 
the transportation situation was much 
improved and that the troops now ap-

The Quartermaster General received 
the following dispatch, dated April 8, 
from General Funston’s. Quartermaster 
at Fort Sam Houston: 

Troops being paid in American gold and 
silver shipped from New Orleans, San An- 
tonio, and El Paso to Columbus. Pershing 
asks for some funds in Mexican ailver for 
disbursements where American money can- 
not be successfully used. 

From the start practically all classes of 
Quartermaster’s supplies have been avail- 
able for forwarding from Columbus. iIn- 
structed Quartermasters to porcure supplies 
without limit, no matter where they can be 
obtained, and from reports coming in they 
evidently carried out instructions. Major 
Elliott (Quartermaster at E] Paso] reported 
yesterday he succeeded in getting fifteen 
cars of hay through to Casas Grandes, 
shipped over Mexican Northwestern Rail- 
way by brokers. Expect to get eighteen 
cars hay, two cars oats, and some rations 
through today in the same manner. 

Very hard to get correct information from 
the front, but troops are purchasing sup- 
plieg of all kinds wherever obtainable. War 
field bread is being baked and forwarded 
to troops wherever possible to get trans- 
portation. Candy and tobacco, being sent 
to front in large qhantities. 

The War Department had official in- 
formation that train service between 

Juarez and Casas Grandes had becn 
greatly improved and the running time 
reduced to twenty-four hours, indicatin 
repairs to bridges and roadbed. Wit 
the increased use of the railways and 
additional motor ey for the line 
of communication, offigials said, no con- 
sideration was being given to’ trans- 
ferring the supply base from Columbus 
to Cjinaga. Army officers said such a 
change’ would involye tremendous dif- 
ficulties in transferring the guard along 
the line. 

That General Pershing’s line of com- 
munication row is at least 350, miles 
long is indicated by news of the~cross- 
country flight of Aviators Dargue and 
Gorreli to Columbus. Gencral Funston, 
in reporting the flight, the longest sus- 
tained trip since the troops entered 
Mexico, said the aviators brought_ no 
official dispatches from General Per- 
shing.

Manifesting a pronounced fear of gang 
 Yengeance, Carmine Di Paola, one of the 
Original gunmen hired to kill Barnet 
_Baft, took the stand-.again before Jus- 
tice Shearn in the Criminal Branch of 
the Supreme Court yesterday and teati- 
fied against Frank Ferrara, the chaut- 
feur who was on trial for murder in the 
first degree. In substance Di Paola re- 
Peated the story he had told at the trial 
of Giuseppe Arichiello, the first gun- 
man convicted in connection with the 

Baff murder. 

Under cross-examination, however, Di 
Paola was compelled by Caesar Barra, 
counsel for the defense, to reveal his 
motives for “ squealing.”” On that point 
he was sensitive, but readily admitted, 
again and again, as he had done at 
Arichiello’s trial, that he was a horse 
thief and a professional gunman. He 
also admitted that he himself had made 
six trips to kill Baff before he retired 
from the conspiracy because he could 
not gét enough money. 

But when he was asked to reveal the 
mames of the persons to whom he be- 
trayed the Baff conspirators, squirmed 
in his chair and pointblank refused to 
answer. For fully three minutes he 
pleaded with Justice Shearn to spare 
him from making answers that would 
tend to reveal him as the real informer 
against the Baff conspirators. To do s0, 
he implied, would be as good es putting 
him on the electric chair, because there 
were present in the courtroom “ crimi- 
nals* of the gang,” who had already 
threatened his life. 


Gave First Information. 


Aasistant District Attorney O'Malley 
also insisted that he answer the ques- 
tion, and when Justice Shearn declared

WORK AGAIN SUSPENDED 


Calling Out of Molsting Engineers 
Tles Up Broadway Section— 
No Headway Elsewhere. 


Chairman Oscar 8. Straus of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission yesterday in- 
vited the subway contractors and the 
representatives of their striking em- 
ployes to a conference with the com- 
mission at 10 o’clock this morning at 
154 Nassau Street.

FIFTY DAYS OF BATTLE. 

In the manuals Verdun is spoken 
of as a first-class fortress, facing 
German Lorraine, on the road from 
Metz to. Paris...” Outside the.great 
fortress itself, spreading like the 
rays of ‘@ fan toward the traditional 
enemy, lie a number of detached fofts, 
sixteen or more, posted according to 
advantagés of thé topography. For 
more than fifty days the Germans 
have been. conducting a_ terrific 
offensive against Verdun. They have 
been willing to pay very dearly for 
headway. Amazing feats of strategy, 
valor, and invention have been per- 
formed. Their “losses have been 
enormous. And’ yet only two of the 
detached forts: have been reached, 
namely, Fort Vaux and Fort Douau- 
mont, both of which were won by the 
Germans in the first fortnight of the 
battle. 

All the rest of the fighting so far 
has been outsidé the girdle’ of de- 
tached forts surrounding Verdun. 
Tor nearly half the time the city of 
Verdun has been on fire from shells 
dropped into it. by -the big German 
mortars, but that has been a detail 
of the picture hardly importan 
enough to mention. The city has 
been abandoned by civilians. The 
great first-class fortress is prac- 
tically undefended: It was “un- 
classed ’’ and disregarded months ago, 
after Liége and Antwerp. This 
greatest battle of the war so far has 
taken place; that is to say, outside 
of forts almost entirely. The fight- 
ing has been on hilltops, in ravines, 
in forests, in village streets, and in 
open spaces. Inthe struggle “ west 
of the Meuse,’ where the Germans 
have been striking downward with all 
their strength, apparently hoping to 
reach and break the railroad line run- 
ning westward fron’ Verdun—in this 
area, with: all the deadly fighting 
that has taken place, not a single fort 
has yet been reached. The name of 
one has not been mentioned, A little 
patch of woods, a hill, a slight emi- 
nence commanding a road or valley— 
those and not forts have been the 
things contended for. - 

The meaning is that at Verdun the 
essential character of modern war- 
fare has been revealed. The in- 
destructible elements of combat have 
survived through fierce competition. 
The value of a fort has fallen; the 
value of a man has risen. The fort 
is rigid, fixed, a place of refuge, a 
point to defend, a liability, perhaps. 
A man is flexible. He: has intel- 
ligence. *He will fight, advance, or 
retreat, as the case requires. He 
will improvise fortifications. It is a 
wonderful picture the eyewitnesses 
give of a lot of men falling flat on 
their stomachs, under fire, digging 
themselves into the ground where 
they lie, disappearing as you look. 
Or behind a line of barrier fire a 
line of men, passing materials from 
hand. to hand, will build works of 
defense with inoredible facility. The 
barrier fire ceases, and, behold! as 
if a@.curtain had lifted ‘on an un- 
expected scene, there now is a field 
fort of upraised earth, furnished with 
all. the implements of defense, in- 
cluding machine guns, | 

The skill with: Whieh these fekta. are 
performed is-born. of necessity and has 
developed as rapidly on one side as on 
the other. It’ has revised theories of 
strategy and altered the practice of 
war. And it béars upon the question 
so often ‘asked: »“‘ What if the Ger- 
mans took Verdun?” Well, what if 
they did? It would’'be a prize they 
had never fought for really. They 
might use it as a depot: It would 
have been purchased by a kind ‘of 
serial sacrifice, of which each bloody 
chapter was a bill, a bit of woods, or 
some: accident ‘oflandscape, And be-

It is too soon to characterize the 
new activity. It may be the second 


‘major phase of the battle of Verdun, 


it may come to be called the second 
battle, or it may turn out to be only 
a great effort to consolidate and make 
tenable the ground already gained, 
as is the opinion of some of the 
French experts. The Germans call it 
a process of “ hammering,” just to be 
hitting. the enemy as hard as they 
can. Whether they could afford to 
keep that up would depend on the 
ratio of. loss, and information on that 
subject has to be accepted with dis- 
crimination. It is impossible for 
either side to do more than guess at 
the other’s losses; each would tend to 
guess the other’s as high as possible 
and to minimize its own. The French 
War Office says the Germans have 
lost 200,000. The only corresponding 
guess on the other side is not offi- 
cially vouched for; it is merely an 
estimate that. the French have lost 
150,000 killed and wounded, plus 
36,000 prisoners, a total loss of 
186,000. It is a_very interesting com- 
parison. If the ratio it yields is true, 
then the offensive at Verdun has been 
more deadly than the defensive only 
in.the ratio of 2 against 1.86, and that 
would be very surprisths. It would 
not approach credibility but for the 
fact that so much of the fighting at 
Verdun has taken place under unprec- 
edénted conditions. Even if the killing 
were the same) man for man, Germany 
could: not afford to keep it up. She 
cannot accept a war of attrition. The 
only possible other theory is that by 
persevering at Verdun, on ground of 
her own choosing, she hopes to avert 
an offensive by the Anglo-French 
forces on such other terrain as they 
might. choose.

SNS LEE TEES 
’ DYESTUFFS AND THE TARIFF. 

Once a tariff reformer, always a 
tariff reformer, is good in precept and 
practice. But even the Democrats who 
have achieved so brilliant a triumph 
in reversing the long-established Re- 
publican policy of high and’ always 
higher tariffs ought to be open- 
minded enough to see virtue in an 
exception to the rule of low and al- 
ways lower tariffs when the reasons 
for it are so sound and apparently 
convincing as tn the case of dyestuffs. 
The Democratic Senate rejected the 
proposed increase in duties on coal tar 
dyestuffs—even though it was ac- 
companied by the placing on the free 
lst of some raw materials for that in- 
dustry—for all the- world as though 
it had been the entering wedge in a 
Republican attempt to restore the 
policy of protection and exclusion. If 
ever there was a case for special con- 
sideration, apart from questions of 
general policy, this is one. 

Our*present plight demonstrates the 
need of making ourselves independent 
of Germany as a source of supply for 
dyestuffs. The path of duty is plain, 
prudence.and a regard for our own in. 
terests bring it into view. The Demo- 
crats would. show -wisdom and intelli- 
gence if they should concern them- 
selves with finding a way to promote 
the manufacture of dyestuffs in this 
country;- they cut a sorry figure when 
they show indifference to a matter of 
such importance. Mr. UNDERWOOD was 
much in error when he argued that 
the great German works had been so 
crippled by the war that they will be 
unable, after peace has beefl conclud- 
ed, to flood this market with dye- 
stuffs, and that therefore no greater 
protection will be needed. If he were 
correct as to the facts, that would be 
the best possible reason for encourag- 
ing American manufacture, since if 
the German supply is to be cut off or 
much curtailed our textile industries 
will be greatly embarrassed for years 
to come. There is no present indica- 
tion that manufacture of dyestuffs in 
this country will be developed in any 
degree equal to the market demand, 
for Senator UNDERWooD’s belief con- 
cerning the German factories is not |, 
shared by Americans who might be 
induced’ to establish plants if they 
could be assured that they would not 
be put out of business by German com- 
petition when the war is ended.

‘THE MERCHANTS’ ASSOCIATION. | 


The Merchants’ Association of this 
city .has some 3,500 members. It 
needs, it should have, many thousdnds 
more. It has done valuable and fruit- 
ful-work for ‘the city. At Washington 
it is still the fashion among too many 
members of Congress to regard with 
suspicion or hostility any legislation 
for the benefit: of the whole country 
which involves an appropriation for 
the Harbor of New York, the chief out. 
let and inlet of foreign commerce. 
The New York Post Office, which does 
business for all the United States and 
the world, and feeds fat receipts to 
the Post Office Department, is sure of 
niggardly treatment from Congress. 
For such an indispensable national 
and naval improvement as the deep- 
ening of the East River channel the 
Federal Government contributes but 
one-third of the expense. New York 
is rich, and there are artesian’ well 
rivers to be encouraged and tadpole 
pools to be enlarged in the Pork States. 

Against New York as the financial, 
commercial, and industrial capital, is 
felt. something of that - prejudice 
which the plainsmen of the Pampa 
used to nourish against Buenos Aires, 
which rural Louisiana cherishes 
against New Orleans. To mitigate 
that prejudice, to oppose or modify 
unfriendly legislation at Washington, 
to advance legislation in the national 
interests of New York, to disseminate 
information and create a more sym- 
pathetic understanding of New York 
throughout the nation—these are 
among the aims and achievements of 
this association. 

It is a watchman for the city at 
Albany also. There is a prevailing 
notion at the seat of State Govern- 
ment that ‘the city is a chattel, a 
fabulously rich ward of the State, to 
be amerced accordingly. The city 
already pays More than: two-thirds 
of the State taxes, and the daugh- 
ters of the horseleech are still in good 
voice. The association will keep a 
wary eye on everything in the Legis- 
lature affecting New York. In its 
chief office will be kept copies of All 
bills introduced, and at Albany an 
agent will know the exact site and 
state of those bills. This in itself is 
a great service. 

The association co-operates helpfully 
with the City Administration, as Mayor 
MITCHEL cordially testifies. It labors 
in various ways to maintain and in- 


crease the commercial and manufact- 


uring interests. | Through its Conven- 
tions Bureau it has increased the num- 
ber of conventions in this city from 
277 in 1913 to 560 this year. The out- 
lay of these visitors in 1916 is esti- 
mated at $17,000,000, and, of course, 
the trade connections and relations 
that may be formed, to say nothing of 
the friendly feeling born of knowledge 
that. will result, can’t be estimated. 
The Merchants’ Association is doing 
a@ great deal for New York. It wants 
to do a great deal more.

‘statement. The Constitution character- 


izes as ‘‘a pretty severe arraignment ‘of 
the State bench,’’ a form of expression 
that usually hints a mild protest that the 
severity is excessive, and probably does 
80 in this case. 

The elected Judges, however, will hard- 
ly be deeply grateful to a defender who 
goes no further than that, especially as 
The Constitution's conclusion is that “‘ if, 
as Judge Speer holds, Georgia’s judi- 
clary is afraid to enforce the’ law, it 
ought to be relieved speedily by appro- 
priate. legislation from a position that 
makes for injustice both to itself and to 
the people of the State.’’ That, it will 
be observed, treats the question ‘as be- 
tween: elected and appointed Judges. as 
still an open one, in spite of Judge 
Sprrer’s pronouncement. 

The elected Judges themselves seem 
not as yet to have @ any reply to the 
“pretty severe arraignment ’’ to which 
they were subjected, or to The Chron- 
icle’s truly harsh assertion that in the 
present conditions a State Judgeship is 
worth the while only of third-rate law- 
yers.

Culmination. word pictures of bat- 
tle that have been drawn since the great 
war began was the description by a 
Special Correspondent of THE Times, 
printed yesterday, of the fighting by 
which, for a day at least, the Caillette 
wood was saved from German assault. 
To call that portrayal vivid is inade- 
quately to characterize it, but so, per- 
haps, would be any other word, since 
the story brought clearly before the 
mind’s eye the behavior of men who 
had raised courage to a point perhaps 
never surpassed—men whose devotion 
wholly ignored and abolished that in- 
stinct of self-preservation often and al- 
ways falsely callea the first law of 
nature. 

Had the narrative claimed recognition 
as possessing such courage and devo- 
tion for thé soldiers on only one side 
the natural impulse would have been to 
doubt the narrator’s accuracy—to sus- 
pect him of a partiality not unpardon- 
able in a man whose natural s¥mpathies 
could. not be divided between the French 
and the Germans. In this case, how- 
ever, practically equal credit for heroism 
was given to both, for it was neither’ 
more nor less dauntless for the Germans 
to stand in line under a-withering ar- 
tillery fire as they passed along a 
‘“‘human chain’’ the materials with 
which to form a defense against counter- 
attack than it was for the French to 
volunteer for a service against that bar- 
rier from which only a quarter of them 
did or could return alive. 

This tale of the Caillette wood was 
full of almost jntolerable horror, if con- 
sidered only as one of men engaged in 
slaughtering each other with a ferocity 
out of all proportion to their personal 
hostilities, but there is a different view 
to take—a view that lifts them far’ above 
ordinary human limitations and weak- 
nesses and leaves them shining there the 
objects of a breathless‘ wonder, true 
heroes all. Frenchmen and Germans 
alike were ready to die, and did die, 
for ideals immeasurably bettér than 
thoughts of self and safety can create.

In common with many other old New 
Yorkers, I have read with great interest and 
gratificationyyour strong stand taken against 
the change of name of the Bowery.

Abput 1824 the first Mr. Astor, at the 
solicitation of my father, cut a street threugh 
the tract of land which he then owned, 
(running north and south from Eighth to 
Great Jones Street and east and west from 
Broadway to the Bowery,) and named the 
street in honor of General Lafayette,, who 
was then visiting New ‘York.

Effective at Midnight April 14 on 
Most Domestic Freight. 


_The Embargo Committee of the East- 
ern” Freight Accumulation Conference 
announced yesterday that at midnight, 
April 14, the New Haven embargo would 
be substantially lifted except as to ¢xport 
freight. This action, it was ‘said, had 
been made possible by the results at- 
tained through the. co-operative efforts 
of Interstate Commerce Commissioner 
BE.

Winding slowly up the Paterson Plank 
Road toward the summit of the Pali- 


sades last night a big jitney bus with 
several passengers had just rolled past 
the point where Bower Street descends 
into the road when a. treméndous crash 
stirred’ the air and brought with it a 
shower of stones and brick from the 
brow of. the cliff sixty feet above the 
road. In another instant two _ tool- 
houses tumbled through the night, fol- 
1owed by an avalanche that carried tons 
and tons of. ear and. cement, as 
though the heights of the Palisades had 
! been rent by an explosion. 

In Jersey City, Hoboken, and Wee- 
hawken residents heard the crash, They 
thought it was a» sudden storm, but 
toon fas out of the windows they ‘could 
see the sky sprinkled: with stars. ‘then 
there was a rumor that there had been 
an explosion on the Palisades, that 
houses had been seen to tumble off their 
naa ol and that hundreds had 

killed. Throngs scurried about for 
Tetonaeation of some calamity which 
they felt sure had taken place. 

Upon the Paterson Plank Road, 
where the jitney bus had. passed just 
in time’to escape destruction, there was 
clamor and confusion. For nearly an 
hour no one knew what had happened or 
how it had happened. Investigation 
showed that the retaining wall, built 
along the cliff of the Palisades on the 
Paterson Plank Road to. retain Bower 
Street as it winds down into the Pater- 
son Plank Road, had collapsed. 

But the destruction of this wall was 
found to have been caused by the col- 
lapse of a second retaining wall thirty- 
five féet high on the inner side of Bow- 
ers Street, which supported the property 
of Thomas Hopkins on the top of th 
Palisades. The Spring thaw and the 
Swelling of the earth had put so much 
additional pressure upon this wall that 
it suddenly gave way.
